HE uproar in the State of Missouri over 

the sex questionnaire distributed at the 
State Universfty is both entertaining and 
highly instructive. The questionnaire was 
not by any means radical, about the “frank- 
est” question in the list being an inquiry te 
men students as to whether or not they 
would marry a girl whom they knew to be, 
as the older generation put it, ‘no better 
than she should be.’ Therefore, the students 
are indignant that several faculty members 
have been dismissed for tolerating it. 

However, even if it was relatively innocu- 
ous, it Was a sex questionnaire. Its purpose 
was to bring the discussion of sex questions 
into the open and to make the debate about 
them exactly the sort of debate that rages 
around the Einstein hypotheses, the price 
of gasoline, the evil luck of Billy Barton 
und the meaning of Gertrude Stein’s writ- 
ings. In other words, the idea was to make 
inquiries into sex questions exactly like in- 
quiries into any other question. 

This is the proposal against “which the 
parents of the students, the legislators, and 
many Of the newspapers of Missouri have 
revolted. To the generation whose children 
are now in college, the open, free and frank 
discussion of sex problems is quite unthink- 
able. The generation itself held such dis- 
cussions strictly in camera. By that means 
it acquired a lot of false information, no 
doubt, but it also acquired a tremendous in- 
terest in sex, and a tremendous belief in its 
importance. The removal of the tabu might 
operate also to remove the importance of 
sex in the minds of the next generation. 

Would that be a good thing? The Mis- 
sourl professor undoubtedly would say yes, 
but he has only theory to back him up. It 
has not yet been tried. Plenty of reasons 
occur to mind against the theory. The elder 
generation may be wrong in insisting upon 
maintaining the importance of sex in the 
minds of the young: but it has not been 
proved wrong.

FIREMEN HOPE Mu 


Message Found Pinned on 
Door of House at 5105 
Kensington Av., After |, 
1:40 A. M. False Alarm. 


When firemen, responding to a 
false alarm, arrived at an unoc- 
cupied two-story brick residence at 
5105 Kensington avenue at 1:49 a. 


m. today, they found, pinned to 
the front door, a note signed ‘'Fire- 
bug,” penciled on part of an cn- 
velope. The note read: 

“This is the final salute. Now 
that the election is over I am 
through. You are too dumb to 
find out who I am, although ] 
tried to help you out.” 

The false alarm had been tele- 
phoned by a man who told the fire 
alarm bureau: “‘There’s a fire at 
6105 Kensington.”” Police’ traced 
the call to a#Washington avenue 
cafe, but could not find the man. 

Police are inclined to believe the 
note writer is the ‘‘firebug’’ who 
has been held responsible for a 
series of false alarms during the 
last two months. In an effort to. 
trap the man seven crews of de- 
tectives, two men to the crew, were 
detailed to certain engine houses. 
One detective sat outside ina 
speedy auto while the other wait- 
ed inside for an alarm. As soon 
as an alarm sounded the detec- 
tives sped to the scene, ahead of 
the fire apparatus, but they were 
never able to catch the person 
turning in the false alarms. 


In addition to false alarms 
turned in by pulling a hook on a 
fire box, second and third alarms 
were sounded in code by using a 
telegraph instrument concealed in- 
side the fire box. —The secret code 
and the telegraph keys were sup- 
posed to be available only to fire- 
men of the rank of Lieutenant and 
above. 

Hoping to find finger prints on 
the telegraph mechanism, police 
cleaned parts with gasoline. Evi- 
dently the “firebug” learned of 
this for he telegraphed no more 
alarms,
